We also 
have to find a way to deal with 
the city’s stray cats, as they are 
more apt to carry disease. I think 
once we start dealing with the 
dog issue, we should clean up ev- 
erything else as well.”

Weekend tractor 
accident claims 
life of local man

A local man has died as a re- 
sult of injuries he received in a 
tractor accident at his home last 
Friday evening.

Perry said the body was dis- 
covered by Gevedon’s wife, 
Bertie. 

Gevedon was pronounced 
dead at the scene at 7: 1 3 p.m. His 
obituary appears elsewhere in 
this week’s edition.

Local emergency personnel 
learn rappelling techniques

The Morgan County Rescue Squad hosted a 
rappelling course for all local emergency, fire 
and law enforcement personnel at vertical rock 
cliffs overlooking the Licking River in White 
Oak last Saturday. 

Assistant Rescue Squad Chief Mike Lacy 
said approximately 30 participants learned high 
and low angle rappelling techniques from a 
maxium height of 35 feet with rope and harness 
equipment for search and rescue missions. 



“Morgan County has several high areas,” 
Lacy said. “There is always the possibility that 
emergency personnel may need to rappel from 
cliffs, hills, etc. to assist fallen people, or to per- 
form auto extrications. This training teaches res- 
cue workers how to do that safely.” 

Course instructors included Red River Gorge 
Rescue Team volunteers Donnie Brown, Darrell 
Rogers and Charles Fugate, all of Menifee 
County, who demonstrated proper rope tying,

Court adopts tax 
package, avoids 
takeover by state 

Measures pass 3-2 with one abstention 



Ordinances imposing a one 
half of one percent county pay- 
roll tax and increasing the 
county’s insurance premium tax 
by 2.5 percent — from 2.5 to 4.5 
percent — got their second read- 
ings Monday and were adopted 
by the fiscal court on a vote of 3 
to 2 with one abstention. 

The two revenue-enhancing 
measures, which received their 
first readings March 10, will be- 
come effective on July 1 . 

Their adoption by the court 
removes the threat of impending 
litigation by the state to force the 
county to take measures to get its 
finances in order, and appears to 
have been based on the premise 
that “everybody should pay a 
little bit” to help solve the 



county’s long-standing budget 
problems. 

The new taxes are expected to 
generate approximately 
$575,000 annually, which will 
allow the magistrates to escape 
incurring a deficit in the county’s 
current budget and allow work to 
begin on preparation of a new 
budget for 2008-2009. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
said that even with the new rev- 
enue, next year’s budget is prob- 
ably going to be “pretty tight” 
because, he said, “we’re still 
working ourselves our of a hole 
(in the current budget) and we 
don’t know yet exactly how short 
it will be.” Currently, the county 
is facing a budget deficit of

reached at 743-4371 for those 
services. 

The Hospice sale will be fi- 
nalized April 1 and will offer the 
highest level of quality end-of- 
life care to terminally ill patients 
and their families in Morgan and 
Wolfe counties, said Gavalchik. 

Gavalchik said there will be 
no change in the services offered 
and said he expects the transition 
“to be a seamless transaction 
with quality care as always.” 
Hospice of the Bluegrass will be 
located in the same location in 
West Liberty as it was when 
ARH provided the services and 
can be reached at 800-560-1101.

knotting and rigging procedures. 

“The students made a lot of 
progress during this course,” 
Fugate said. “They are now fa- 
miliar with basic rappelling sys- 
tems and processes, and can 
rappel to assess patients, etc. if 
they have an emergency. This 
training not only heightens par- 
ticipants’ awareness, but it also 
helps the community.” 

Assistant Police Chief Wayne 
Lewis rappelled from a rock cliff 
under instructor supervision fol- 
lowing rope and harness prepa- 
ration. 

“Rappelling was pretty intense 
but a lot of fun,” Lewis said. “It 
was a new experience for me, 
which was kind of scary at first. 
Once I got past the unnatural feel- 
ing of hanging upside down in the 
air, I felt completely safe. This 
was an exciting and educational 
training session.” 

Lacy said Rescue Squad mem- 
bers plan to schedule more ad- 
vanced rappelling courses in the 
near future. 

“We intend to increase the dif- 
ficulty of upcoming sessions,” 
Lacy said. “There is some dan- 
ger involved, but proper training 
can reduce the risk. Rescue work- 
ers never know when it may be 
necessary for them to utilize 
rappelling skills.” 

Lacy also commended class 
participants on their dedication to 
volunteerism. 

“Most of the students had 
never been on a rope before and 
they did an outstanding job,” 
Lacy said. “Whether the emer- 
gency is a natural disaster, car 
accident, fire, floods or hazard- 
ous materials spill, Morgan

Elliott takes Mason County to the 
wire, falls 66-62 in opening round 



Royals’ championshio run nearly 
thwarted by valiant effort of Lions

Last Saturday, Mason County 
earned its second state champi- 
onship in the last five years with 
a 57-48 win over Covington 
Holmes at Rupp Arena. 

But it was only two days prior 
that the Royals got their tough- 
est challenge of the tournament 
- overcoming a seven-point defi- 
cit in the final four minutes for a 
thrilling 66-62 win over Elliott 
County. 

“Elliott County is just a great 
team,” Mason County forward 
Darius Miller said after the game. 
“They hit plenty of tough shots 
with a hand in their face and 
played us real tough defensively. 
They made us earn this win.” 

Elliott County’s effort against 
the state champs was quite re- 
markable considering that Rick 
Mays’s team had been blown out 
90-61 back on Feb. 16 in 
Maysville. The Lions had long 
since chalked that one up as noth- 
ing more than a fluke. On Satur- 
day, they proved it. 

“We knew coming in that the 
29-point rout they gave us up 
there was not characteristic of 
this team,” said Elliott County 
guard Ethan Faulkner. “We knew 
tonight would be a different 
game. We wanted to play as hard 
as we could and make a game of 
out of it. That’s exactly what we 
did.” 

Faulkner likened Elliott’s pre- 
vious performance against Ma- 
son to a “deer in the headlights.” 
But on this night - there was 
nothing of the sort. The Lions 
grabbed a 5-2 lead on Jonathan 
Ferguson’s three-point shot. 
Ethan Faulkner’s basket kept the 
Lions close, trailing 8-7, with just 
under four minutes to go in the 
opening quarter. Even after Ma- 
son County went on a 9-2 run to 
take an eight-point lead, the Li- 
ons ended the period with a 6-2 
run - capped off by Ferguson’s 
layup on a beautiful 360 spin 
move on the break. Elliott trailed 



19-15 after one quarter. 

Evan Faulkner kept the pres- 
sure on Mason with a three- 
pointer off the left win to make 
it 22-18 early in the second pe- 
riod. The Royals tried to put 
some distance between them- 
selves and the Lions. Trevor 
Setty buried a pair of three-point 
shots to extend the lead to nine 
(27-18) with 4:50 remaining. But 
the Lions answered with three- 
pointers from Tyler Maynard and 
Evan Faulkner. A pair of free- 
throws from Ethan Faulkner 
trimmed the lead to 35-30 at the 
half. 

Elliott continued to battle 
early in the third period. 
Ferguson scored in transition, 
courtesy of a fantastic bounce 
from Ethan Faulkner, to make it 
37-34. Ethan Faulkner then fin- 
ished the quarter with a three- 
point basket, a jumper in the lane 
and two free-throws to pull 
Elliott within two, 43-41. 

But the Lions had saved their 
best for last. Early in the fourth 
period, Maynard’s three-pointer 
deep of the right wing gave 
Elliott its first lead, 44-43, since 
the 5:00 mark of the first quar- 
ter. Two minutes later, the senior 
guard literally brought 15,000- 
plus out of their seats with a rain- 
bow NBA-range three-ball to 
give his team a six-point advan- 
tage. Elliott grabbed its largest 
lead (57-50) on Ferguson’s two 
free-throws with 4:17 remaining. 

However, Mason refused to 
fold - responding with a 9-0 run 
to regain the lead. After Russ 
Middleton and Ethan Faulkner 
traded layups, a three-pointer 
from Trever Setty cut the Lion 
lead to 59-56. Less than a minute 
later, Middleton knocked down 
a three-pointer to tie the game at 
59. The Royals then took the lead 
for good on another Setty three- 
point shot with 1:45 remaining. 

Two free-throws from Ethan 
Faulkner brought Elliott within a 
point (62-61) with 1:22 left, but 



the Lions would get no closer. 
Mason controlled the offensive 
boards over the last minute - 
which led to a layup from Setty 
and two free-throws by Miller for 
the 66-62 win. 

“The kids from Elliott County 
are such great competitors,” said 
Royals coach Chris O’ Hearn. 
“The Faulkner twins (Ethan and 
Ethan), Ferguson and Maynard - 
you’ve got to give them a lot of 
credit. They were confident and 
kept hitting big shots. They had 
us dead in the water. We were 
fortunate enough to get the win.” 

“They came down the stretch 
and hit big shots,” said Evan 
Faulkner. “I thought we played 
solid defense - they were just hit- 
ting the shots down the stretch. 
Again, give them a lot of credit.” 

Elliott County was led by 19 
points and a team-high six re- 
bounds from Ferguson. The jun- 
ior guard hit a perfect six-of-six 
from the free-throw line and 
committed just one turnover in 
30-plus minutes. 

“We played our hearts out and 
gave it everything we had,” 
Ferguson said following the 
game. “With Darius guarding 
me, I knew I had to give my best 
effort. As a team, I think we all 
did that.” 

Ethan and Evan Faulkner fin- 
ished with 15 and 10 points, re- 
spectively, with Ethan handing 
out a game-high six assists. 
Maynard scored 10 points, in- 
cluding three-of-five from three- 
point range. Timmy Knipp had 
six points while Chris Knipp fin- 
ished with two. 

Setty paced Mason with 19 
points. Miller - who would go on 
to earn tournament MVP honors 
- scored 17 and grabbed 10 re- 
bounds. 

“Sometimes heart can over- 
come athleticism,” said Ferguson 
just outside the Elliott County 
locker room. “We tried to make 
it happen tonight. We just came 
up a little short.”

MCHS Baseball Cougars eager 
to build on last year’s success

The foundation has been set 
for Morgan County baseball. 
Last season, the Cougars finished 
an impressive 22-11, including a 
62nd district championship and 
a regional tournament appear- 
ance. Second-year coach Bran- 
don Evans believes this team has 
the potential to be even better — 
especially with the bats. 

“Last year, our hitting was 
pretty balanced from one through 
six in the order,” said Evans. 
“This season, I feel good about 
the whole lineup. I think that one 
through nine — we can put the 
ball in play. And if we can do that, 
we’re going to score runs.” 

The Cougars will rely on base 
hits and stolen bases to push runs 
across. While the 2007 Cougars 
had some power, this year’s edi- 
tion is very limited in that depart- 



ment. But Evans says home runs 
aren’t necessary to win baseball 
games.

Defensively, the Cougars 
bring back a proven lineup with 
experience. Jarrad Fannin and 
Bubba Loudermilk will split the 
catching duties. Tyler Adkins 
gets the nod at first base while 
Joel Nickell will play second. 
Andy Fannin and Jon Lopez are 
scheduled to platoon at shortstop 
with Mitchell Harvey playing 
third base. In the outfield, David 



Downey and Corey Murphy are 
sharing duties in left field with 
Loudermilk playing center. First- 
year player Cameron Dunn has 
earned a spot in right field. 

“Cameron hasn’t played base- 
ball since little league, but he’s 
shown me that he can get the job 
done,” Evans said. “If he can get 
to the baseball, I believe he’ll 
make the play.” 

On the mound, Evans will rely 
on a three-man rotation, with 
three relievers available for late 
inning work. Andy Fannin will 
be the Cougars’ ace. The senior 
right-hander has not pitched in 
two years after having shoulder 
surgery, but is throwing the ball 
in the low 80s, and doing so with- 
out pain.

Last of Three-Part 
Series 

By W. Lynn Nickell 

Corrections: In Part II of this 
trilogy the date when the O&K 
Railway began operation to Lib- 
erty Road was 1910, not 1921 as 
was erroneously stated. Also in 
Part I of series, the name Bufford 
Turner was used. Mr. Turner 
signed his name C. B. Turner. He 
was often called “Cliff’ or “Foot” 
Turner. 

The “new bridge,” as it was 
called by my generation, was 
built in 1930-31. The Garrett 
Highway was completed through 
West Liberty via Salyersville to 
Paints ville in 1929. Garrett High- 
way (Highway # 40) construction 
called for a route extending Main 
Street across Licking River on to 
Index via way of Index Hill. The 
Index Hill road had been com- 
pleted in 1926 when Jim 
Sebastian was county judge. The 
new Highway # 40 bypassed the 
old iron bridge to Wells Hill. This 
by-pass required the moving of 
the Jim Oney house, which stood 
in a curve where the old road 
turned west to cross the first iron 
bridge. The house was moved to 
a knoll where the present REA 
office is located. In fact, the REA 
bought the Jim Oney property 
and razed the house to build their 
building in 1954 

Earl Tredway came to West 
Liberty to supervise the construc- 
tion of the new bridge in 1930. 
He was a young engineering 
graduate from Purdue University 
and acquired a job as assistant 
superintendent with the J. M. 
Perkins Co. The J. M. Perkins 
Co. was a bridge contracting 
company. He once told me, “I 
was told there was a hotel in town 
where I would be able to stay 
while working on the bridge. I 
arrived in West Liberty late at 
night with a co-worker. We 
pulled in front of the Cole Hotel 
in an old Chevrolet pick-up truck, 
walked up the steps to the hotel, 
which was in total darkness, 
opened the door and rang a bell 
on the desk. Jack Cole (owner 
and proprietor) came to the desk 
from a back room wearing a 
night gown and night cap! We 
signed for a room and Mr. Cole 
handed me a candle in a holder 
and told me our room was at the 



top of the stairs. He gave me in- 
structions to be sure and blow out 
the candle before we went to 
bed”. Earl continued on, “The 
next morning I went down stairs 
and walked out on the front 
porch, seeing the whole town 
from that vantage point with one 
muddy street running down the 
middle of it. I thought that if any- 
one had told me that I would 
spend the rest of my life in this 
place they would have to be 
crazy! !” Well, they weren’t crazy 
but Earl was crazy like a fox! 
He saw a great opportunity by 
staying in West Liberty and spent 
the rest of his life here. He was a 
very successful business man and 
community leader. West Liberty 
is a better community because of 
Earl’s happenchance to build an 
iron bridge in West Liberty 
Earl visited the site where the 
new bridge was to be constructed 



and was to make arrangements to 
have electric run to the site. He 
visited the West Liberty Light 
and Power Co and Ice Plant to 
make those arrangements. A 
young lady by the name of Gay 
Bays was working in the office, 
and as Paul Harvey would say, 
“Now you know the rest of the 
story!” Gay and Earl were mar- 
ried at Mt. Sterling, January 29, 
1931, and lived the rest of their 
lives in West Liberty. They built 
and rented houses in Bays Town 
and operated a general store 
where Giovanni’s is located to- 
day. Earl was also a surveyor and 
had a very successful business. 
Today the Gay and Earl Tredway 
house, a local show place on east 
Main, is an office building. 

The “new bridge” opened to 
traffic June 15, 1931. The Lick- 
ing Valley Courier described the 
bridge as “An imposing struc-

ture, with a 15 ton capacity, and 
at this time will fully accommo- 
date the traffic.” The “new 
bridge” was also a place to meet 
and walk across in its early years 
of the 30’ s and 40 ’s as were the 
other bridges. 

The bridge almost met its de- 
mise during the flood of 1978. 
When water began to run over the 
floor of the bridge, it created a 
huge drift. Earl Tredway was 
called to the bridge site and there 
was speculation that the bridge 
or the approach would have to be 
blown up to allow water to run 
on downstream and not back up 
any higher around the city or over 
the hospital road. The rumor be- 
gan to spread throughout town 
that “they were going to blow up 
the bridge.” After overseeing the 
construction of the bridge, I am 
sure Earl was reluctant to blow 
it or the approach up. Soon the 
water began to recede and the 
bridge was saved. 

This bridge also had a genera- 
tion that dived or jumped from 
its top into the swollen river also. 



I remember very well watching 
Kenneth Ferguson and Paul 
Helton jump from the top of the 
bridge into the muddy river. The 
bridge was dismantled in 1984, 
replaced by a generic bridge, a 
bridge with no style or grace. At 
least the old iron bridges did have 
some character about them. 

The old iron highway bridges 
are now just a memory of the 
older generation. There are only 
two in the county (to my knowl-

After WW II the pace of 
life picked up considerably and 
the swinging bridge and “new 
bridge” had lost their appeal. No 
more walking on the bridges and 
looking at the river, meeting a girl 
friend there, walking the bridges 
to a picnic site or standing on the 
bridge the first warm evening in 
the spring listening to spring 
frogs, or simply throwing rocks 
off the bridge into the river. 
Those days of tranquility and se- 
renity seem to be gone. Marcus 
Antoninus wrote, “Every man’s 
life lies within the present; for the 
past is spent and done with, and 
the future is uncertain.”

Under the economy relief bill 
recently passed by Congress, ap- 
proximately 130 million citizens 
will receive rebate checks from 
the federal government in 
amounts ranging from $300 to 
$1,200, with many households 
receiving an additional $300 for 
each child. Only those filing an 
income tax returns for 2007 are 
eligible for the rebate. 

The following are questions 
and answers about who will re- 
ceive checks and in what 
amounts: 

Question: Who gets a rebate? 

Answer: Anyone who pays 
taxes or earns at least $3, 000, in- 
cluding through Social Security 
or veterans’ disability benefits. 
Singles with an income of more 
than $75,000 and couples with 
more than $150,000 will get only 
partial rebates. 

Q: Who does not get one? 

A: People who earn less than 
$3,000, illegal immigrants, any- 
one who does not file a tax re- 
turn, singles with incomes ex- 
ceeding $87,000 and couples 
with incomes exceeding 
$174,000. The caps rise by 
$6,000 per child.

around $500,000 that must be 
erased before the end of the fis- 
cal year, state revenue officials 
advised court members earlier 
this month. 

State local finance officers 
Tom Dobson and Lonnie 
Campbell of the Governor’s Of- 
fice of Local Development at- 
tended the meeting. They had 
made it clear in recent weeks that 
the current budget — hammered 
out by the magistrates last year 
after refusing to approve a pro- 
posal for a payroll tax — was not 
working and that without new 
taxes to secure additional rev- 
enues, the state would be forced 
to bring suit against the county 
and force it to balance its bud- 
get. 

The new payroll tax will be 
assessed on the wages of all per- 
sons employed in Morgan 
County and is expected to gen- 
erate about $350,000 a year. Per- 
sons employed within the city 
limits of West Liberty will pay 
both the city and county payroll 
tax (one-half of one percent to the 
city and one-half of one percent 
to the county). The increase in the 
insurance premium tax is ex- 
pected to generate about 
$225,000 and will be assessed on 
property owners residing outside 
the city limits of West Liberty, 
which has its own insurance pre- 
mium tax. In addition to the 2.5 
percent increase in the insurance 
premium tax, insurers are permit- 
ted to tack on an additional 1.5 
percent for administering the col- 
lections.

Opinions expressed in letters to 
the editor or guest editorials are not 
necessarily those of the publisher. 



bate of at least $300, with 
couples receiving at least $600. 
The rebate will be equal to the 
taxes they paid, up to $600 for 
singles and $1,200 for couples, 
plus an additional $300 per 
child. That amount will be re- 
duced by $50 for every $1,000 
above the income limits of 
$75, 000 for singles and $150, 000 
for couples. 

People who earn too little to 
pay taxes but at least $3,000, in- 
cluding elderly people whose in- 
come is from Social Security and 
veterans who live on disability 
payments, will get $300 if single 
or $600 if a couple. 

Q: How are the rebates cal- 
culated? 

A: Rebates are calculated on 
the basis of taxpayers’ 2007 ad- 
justed gross income, which in- 
cludes salaries and wages, inter- 
est, dividends, capital gains, tax- 
able pensions, royalties and farm 
or rental income. It does not 
count contributions to individual 
retirement accounts, 401 (k) re- 
tirement plans, tax-free health 
savings accounts or student loan 
interest payments . 

Q: When will the rebates ar- 
rive? 

A: The Treasury Department 
says the IRS will begin sending 
out rebates in May. 

Q: Will the rebates be de- 
ducted from taxpayers’ regular 
tax refunds? 

A: No, the rebates are on top 
of any tax refund. 

Q: Where does the money 
come from? 

A: The government will bor- 
row the money, which is pro- 
jected to cost about $11 7 billion 
over the next two years, adding 
to the federal deficit.

suggested that the council delay 
voting on the matter until the fis- 
cal court fills a county animal 
control officer position. 

“The police department can- 
not enforce the current dog ordi- 
nance,” Hensley said. “I do agree 
that a new ordinance would put 
us a step closer to where we need 
to be at this point. However, it 
might be prudent to see what the 
county develops to avoid juris- 
dictional conflict.” 

Council members Mark 
Walter and Belinda Jordan both 
noted that they have received 
several calls from constituents 
about the stray dog issue and em- 
phasized the importance of up- 
dating the ordinance. 

In other business, the council 
heard a departmental report from 
Fire Chief/E-911 Director John 
Conley, who said fire department 
officials are currently discussing 
a FEMA grant application for an 
aerial ladder firetruck. 

Conley also requested a bud- 
geted $40,000 to upgrade and 
maintain E-9 11 communications 
equipment. 

Following Conley’s presenta- 
tion, council members voted to 
approve all E-9 11 upgrades. 

The council approved a re- 
quest from Kiwanian Danny 
McKenzie for $1,000 from the 
city’s general fund and the tour- 
ism commission to build a new 
concession stand with running 
water at the Kiwanis swimming 
pool. 

Also approved was an en- 
dorsement request from dis- 
patcher Chris Ball for the Law 
Enforcement Christmas Fund, 
which would render law officers 
exempt from sales taxes when 
purchasing Christmas gifts for 
underprivileged children. 

Council members also granted 
$1,000 to the Rescue Squad for 
the purchase of a new agency 
boat. 

A bid was awarded to 
Standafer Builders for the instal- 
lation of terraced seating around 
the ampitheater at Old Mill Park 
to fit the contour of the existing 
land for $68,670. 

David Earl May was re-ap- 
pointed to the airport board be- 
fore adjournment.

HOUSE WEEK 
IN REVIEW 

By Rep. John Will Stacy 




FRANKFORT, Ky., March 21 
— With this week marking the 
fifth anniversary of the beginning 
of the war in Iraq, it is fitting that 
the Kentucky House of Represen- 
tatives honored the fallen soldiers 
who have given the ultimate sac- 
rifice to protect our freedom. 

Resolutions commemorating 
the lives and military records of 
those Kentucky soldiers who have 
died within the past year, were 
read while family members were 
escorted to the House floor. 

Over the past five years, 4,461 
members of the United States 
military have died, and 1 ,265 ser- 
vice men and women have per- 
ished since the House’s military 
ceremony was held last year. 

This week’s solemn tribute ex- 
presses our deep appreciation for 
our Kentucky heroes and extends 
our heartfelt sorrow to their brave 
families. 

Legislation passed this week is 
a further example of our support 
for Kentucky’s military. 

House Bill 607, which passed 
the House by a vote of 96-0, 
would significantly increase the 
number of soldiers and veterans 
becoming teachers by aligning 
Kentucky with the federal 
“Troops to Teachers” program 
which helps more people to 
qualify for an alternative teaching 
certificate. 

Kentucky’s law for veterans 
and soldiers wanting an alterna- 
tive teaching certificate now says 
they must meet certain academic 
requirements - such as having a 
bachelor’s degree at least close to 



the content area they want to teach 

- and they must have six years of 
continuous military service and 
been honorably discharged. 

House Bill 607 builds on those 
requirements by including men 
and women who have 10 years of 
active duty service, 10 years in an 
armed services retirement plan or 
a combination of the two that adds 
up to 10 years. 

The bill will help many more 
men and women who served their 
country also serve our communi- 
ties as teachers, and House bill 
607 now heads to the Senate for 
consideration. 

A bill expanding a proven 
health insurance program for 
small businesses also passed the 
House by a vote of 97-0. Two 
years ago, the House endorsed a 
pilot program called the Insurance 
Coverage, Affordability and Re- 
lief to Small Employers Program 

- ICARE - to try to remove thou- 
sands of Kentuckians from the 
ranks of the uninsured to the ranks 
of the insured. This program has 



been highly successful and House 
Bill 533 would make it perma- 
nent. 

The bill would also expand the 
program to groups of 2 to 50 em- 
ployees from the current 2 to 25 
employees. ICARE currently has 
enrolled 280 businesses and al- 
most 2,400 Kentuckians are now 
insured. House Bill 533 also 
moves to the Senate for consider- 
ation. 

Legislation addressing the 
state retiree pension problem has 
now passed both chambers. While 
there are differences in the House 
and Senate versions, there is much 
that we agree on and we are con- 
fident that common ground will be 
found when the conference com- 
mittee process begins soon. 

Next week is the last full week 
of the 2008 Kentucky General As- 
sembly, and while we will con- 
tinue with committee meetings 
and passing legislation out of the 
House, much focus will be on the 
state budget and scheduling con- 
ference committees to reach con- 
sensus on various bills.

BATTLES IN GEORGIA. 
The beginning of the end of the 
Civil War was U.S. General Wil- 
liam Tecumseh Sherman’s At- 
lanta campaign. Sherman began 
the invasion of Georgia in May 
1864. Among the Confederate 
soldiers who sought to delay his 
advance were several from Mor- 
gan County. 

There were constant skir- 
mishes and hard fighting, the first 
major battle being fought at 
Rocky Face Ridge in Whitfield 
County. It consisted of a series of 
attacks by Union troops against 
the Rebel defenders under Gen- 
eral Joseph E. Johnston at two 
mountain passes, Mill Creek Gap, 
which led to Dalton, Ga., and Dug 
Pass. 

Portions of Sherman’s forces 
stormed each gap on May 8. 
Meanwhile, a third column, un- 
der James Birdseye McPherson, 
went through Snake Creek Gap 
and on May 9 advanced to just 
outside Resaca, which was 
guarded by entrenched Confed- 
erates. McPherson, fearing de- 
feat, returned to Snake Creek 
Gap. 

The defenders of Rocky Face 
Ridge held, and on May 11, 
Sherman moved south with most 
of his army, intending to take 
Resaca and to outflank Johnston’s 
army. On the following day 
Johnston withdrew his defenders 
frm the passes, heading toward 
Resaca. Early on May 13, the re- 
mainder of the Union army 
marched unopposed through Mill 
Creek Gap and moved south in

pursuit of Johnston’s forces. 

Sherman gradually forced 
Johnston to form his lines around 
Marrietta and in a tactical move 
threw his forces against the con- 
federates’ left flank on June 27 at 
Kennesaw Mountain. However, 
while the attack was repulsed, re- 
sulting in nearly 2,000 union sol- 
diers being killed or wounded, the 
victory for Rebel forces was only 
a defensive one, and they also 
suffered heavy casualties. 

Finally, on Sept. 1, Sherman’s 
army captured Atlanta from the 
seccesionists, and the Confed- 
eracy collapsed the following 
year. Lee surrendered at 
Appomatox on April 9, then 
Johnston capitulated to Sherman 
and Greensboro, N.C., on April 
26.

sualties of the Georgia conflict. 
At Rocky Face Ridge, Capt. T.J. 
Henry and Lt. Milton B. Cox (my 
great-great-grandfather) were 
wounded. W.T. Havens was 
wounded at Dalton. During the 
fighting at Resaca, Major William 
Mynhier and Joseph C. Lykins 
were among those wounded. The 
Battle of Kennesaw Mountain 
claimed the lives of at least two 
confederate soldiers from Mor- 
gan County, Edwin V. Henry and 
M.J. Howerton. (Kennesaw was 
the subject of an earlier sketch: 
see Acknowledgements.) At 
Jonesboro, the scene of “the fi- 
nal pitched battle of the Atlanta 
Campaign” (according to a Geor- 
gia historical marker), two men 
- Capt. T.J. Henry and Joseph C. 
Lykins - were wounded again. 
Lykins ’s brother, Dudley C., was 
also wounded at Jonesboro. 

Because of prevailing Confed- 
erate sympathies in Morgan 
County, the Rebel soldiers who 
came home there were well re- 
ceived, many even being honored 
subsequently by election to pub- 
lic office. They had struggled 
bravely and - although not vic- 
torious - had finally achieved 
peace.

Voting assistance 
for nursing home 
residents offered 

This year, on Nov. 4, there will 
be a general election where all 
citizens will have a chance to 
exercise their civil rights by vot- 
ing for the next President of the 
United States. Many nursing fa- 
cility residents also have the same 
sense of civic duty and want to 
express their “voice.” 

To be eligible to vote in the 
May 20, 2008, primary election, 
you must be registered by April 
21 , 2008. It is up to nursing home 
providers to let residents know 
that they have the ability to vote, 
unless they are legally unable to 
do so, and that they will assist 
them in the voting process. This 
includes getting them registered, 
if necessary, and arranging for 
them to vote absentee or at their 
local precinct. 

If you or someone you know 
needs assistance with this, con- 
tact the facility social services 
director or administrator of the 
facility. If you live in the Gate- 
way area including Bath, Mor- 
gan, Menifee, Montgomery or 
Rowan counties and have further 
questions regarding voting or 
other residents’ rights, you may 
contact Cheryl Barber, district 
nursing home ombudsman, at 1- 
800-274-5863 ext. 24, or 606-
